and the losses In. shipping = and 
dollar exchange of that nation al- 
fered the outlines of the problem, 
Neutrali‘y is no longer even tech- 
nical, The President proclaimed 
America’s cause one with that of 
Engtond, our eventual peril equal 
to Britain's present danger. 


Other Terms 


These developments have posed 
the Issue In other and more im- 
mediate terms.

been given to the new body over 
which the Maharajuh of Patiala Is 
now presiding. 


Sikh Bible 


The Sikh Bible is the Adi 
Granth compiled by the fifth Gu- 
ru ut the end of the 10th. Century 
and a supplement of it contains 
utterances of Guru Gobind Singh,
